Segregation 
Illegal on 
Some Buses 


WASHINGTON (l'P I)-T h e In­ 
terstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
(ICC) has made segregation ille­ 
gal in interstate buses and the 
term inals they use. 
The ICC handed down rules F ri­ 
day that go into effect Nov. I. 
Beginning on that date, buses in 
interstate travel must display a 
sign saying “ seating aboard this 
vehicle is without regard to race, 
color, creed or national origin by 
order of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission." 
On Jan 1. 1963. the same state­ 
ment will be printed on interstate 
bus tickets 
The later date wa« 
issued because tickets are printed 
in advance 
The ICC does not regulate bus 
travel within states, but the new 
rules will have the effect of m ak­ 
ing it illegal to segregate intra 
state 
passengers in a terminal 
used by interstate buses 
But the ICC indicated that the 
rules would not applv to every in­ 
dependently operated, small-lown 
drug store that sells a few tick­ 
ets for a bus line. 
However, it said agents which 
provide terminal facilities for the 
convenience of interstate passen­ 
gers would be considered a par t
